At this eritieal Juncture, when the
splrit of war I1s abroad and the minds of
men are filled with apprehension, [t iql
well 1o revert fo the admonltlons of
George Washington contnlned In his fm-
mortal farewell addeess, to whiieh this
anniversary of his birthday Iovites. No
itelligont Ameriean  eitizen can rend
this great deliveranes of  Washington
without having hig patriotism strength.
ened or withont experlencing a highoer
senge of the duty of the natlon to ob-
strictly  Its obllgations to every
other natioi,

To those who lack conflldence in the
chiosen authoritles the words of Wash-
Ington speak In no uneertaln way, while
bis counsel In respoct our internn-
tional relations Is especlhially pertinent at
this time. He admonlshed Lis country-
men to “Obgerve good fadth and Justiee
townrd all nntions; cultivate peace and
harmony whh all”  He advised against |
Inveterate  antipathies  against  par-
ticular  natlons ang passionate  attach-
ment for others, saying that “aatipathy
in one nation against another l“.\tpll.‘*t'H‘-
viach more readily to offer Insult and
injury, to Iay hold of slight canses of
umbrage and to be  hanghty and un-
tractable, when accidental or trifling oc-
easlons of dispute ocenr,” e declared
that “the nation prompted by ill-will and
resentient sometimes impels to wiar the
government, contrary to the best ealeu-
latlons of policy.”  Ilow strongly this
appeals to consepviatlve judgment ngainst
the prevadling spivit which finds volee
In congress,  That spicit, prompted in
liree degree by i-will and resentinent,
i seeking to hpel the goveriment to
wir regardless of every consideration of
sonnd poliey,

There can be no doubt, in the light of
his farewell words to his countrymen,
what the attitude of Washington would
be were hie lving now. e would be
found in carnest opposition to those who
are urging aggressive actlon on the part
of the govermment, even at the visk of
war and of possible complications which
cannot he foreseen,  ITe wonld e fonnd
deplioving and dopreeating the Jingolsm
ol today and approving  the policy of
veutral eonduet  and the  faithful ob-
servianee  of  internationnl  obligations
wiiich the United States  has main-
tlned 1o respect to Spain. Liveny
word of the farewell address  which
cunt bier applicd o the  present  8it-
mation warrants this conclusion.

It is perhaps needless to do more than
call attention to this anaiversary and
1o sicwest the opportunity it offers to
consult the connsel of the Father of His
Conmtry 2o M as thal may apply to ex-
Wting conditions,  The Hlustdons char-
aeter of George Washington is known
of all men, his pre-cminence as a patriot
Is unquestioned, he holds and ever will
hold first place in the revercenee of the
Ameriean people, a8 a figure in history
there s vone  above him. The in-
fluence of Washington, which dominated
most of the great men of his time, is
still potentinl and will continue to be
as long as the republie lives. As wuas
sidd by Prosident MeKinley on the oe-
easfon of the unvelling of the Wash-
ington monuwment in Philadelphia: “The
mation and the name of Washington are
Inseparable. One Is linked indiszolubly
with the other.  Both are glovious, hoth
trinmphant.”

In the case of the Mialne he has set an
oxample of forbearance to the country
which all good citizens must apprecinte,
The honor and welfare of the natlon are
in safe hands,

ONE GOOD PUINT IN THE CHARTER,

While the cities and towns all around
ns are preparing for a speing  municipal
campaign, Omaha rests serenely in the
assuranee that It will not be called npon
to eleet o new set of ity officials  for
two years to come,  Under the  new
churter not only the elective execntive
eity ofticers but also the members of
tlee counell hold for terms of  three
vears each, so that no part of the
munteipal machinery will reqnire change
at the hands of the voters this year,

That there is an advantagze in lesson-
ing the frequency of elty elections will
hardly e denled by any one, no mat-
ter to whicli politieal party he belongs,
There is no question that the  people
like to have an occeaslonal rest  from
Toeal polities.

tuxation the iMiieracy has boon pedgesd
from 4LD per cent fn 1880 1o 21 por cont
in 1807, While the schools are aperaied
In the face of great obsineles, it is evl.
dent they are accomplishing good, and
the old chiarge that Now Mexleo shonld
ot become i sinte becduse of the lgnos
riunee of the poople will do toge lose s
